When the 
humus is blown off then the 
sand and loose portion, which 
dries rapidly and is light, comes 
to the top to blow, and when 
this is taken ofT we have a bed 
of clay with little fertility and 
strength and hence low cron 
yields. Contour plowing of fields 
to prevent gullying by running 
water and a consistent program 
of fertilizing, best accomplished 
bv a program of mixed farming 
i..chiding stock on every farm 
i -sr recommended as measures 
which would assist in the solv- 
j g of these proJdems.

But when the picture 
of Western Canada and its dust 
howl nnd th« great arid sections 
of the United States is brought 
to mind then It seems that if 
there is anything that can poss¬ 
ibly be done to maintain the 
beautv and the value of our 
own district and Western Can¬ 
ada generally, then as individ¬ 
uals, governments and every 
fither agency possible, we should 
po-operate to keep our black 
gold- the first few inches of our 
soil, -whei'c it belongs instead 
of permitting )t to lie blown 
sway and our country become 
an arid waste, uninviting to 
travellers, useless as farm past- 
«*,! of timber land, and a loss 
to its owngrs. We should at least 
"ive these fitters serious 
thought.

The later hatch¬ 
ed chicks in the batch my not 
eat for some time after they arc 
removed to the brooder but the 
feed will be available as soon 
as they desire it. 

Do You Know That 

Smarting a “black” summer- 

fallow in July when the plants 
start to bloom lias proved as 
effective for killing Canada 
thistle as fallows stalled early 
in the season? To effectively 
eradicate a thistle patch by fall 
owing, no green growth can be 
permited or the roots will re¬ 
ceive food nJ so will not be 
starved. This may require a cul¬ 
tivation as often as every ten 
days after the fallow is started 
so the shortening of the time 
of the fallow period greatly re¬ 
duces the number of cultivat¬ 
ions required. Of course, the 
fallow starteTl in July will not 
be as effective in conserving the 
moisture that falls in May and 
June as will one started earlier 
but it may be worth while to 
sacrifice this moisture to get a 
kill of the thistles. Where early 
maturing weeds such as stink 
weed are present it may be nec¬ 
essary to cultivate them out 
eariiqr t<> prevent seeding and 
then keep ’the field entirely 
black after the middle of Jujy.

uction of colonies of bees esta¬ 
blished from 2 and 8-pound 
packages of imported bees have 
been compared with colonies 
over-wintered at the Lethbridge 
Experimental Station apiary 
for a number of years. Colonies 
established from 2 pound pack¬ 
ages have given an average 
production, in tests, of 93 lbs. 
of extracted honey and 20p.c of 
the colonies have shown awnrm 
ing tendencies. The production 
from 3 pound packages has been 
118 pounds of extracted honey 
and 85 p.c. of the colonies have 
shown swarming tendencies. No 
increases were made from the 
colonies established from pack¬ 
ages. The production from over¬ 
wintered colonies has averaged 
110 pounds of honey. In addit¬ 
ion to this, 87p.c. increase of 
colpnies has been secured. 
Swarming tendencies have dev¬ 
eloped in only 7.5p.c. of the 
over-wintered colonies. The 
yields reported nbove are not 
yields nfter providing sufficient 
stores for wintering.
